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Rebel councillor’s plea to stop 
‘archaic and obsolete’ culture 


AXMINSTER Town Council was hit by a 
hail of friendly fire when rebel councillor 
Paul Hayward deemed some of its methods 
“archaic and obsolete”. 
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The salvo was discharged towards the end of a near 
three-hour finance meeting last week. 

After a mix of verbal and written reports had been 
considered, finance committee chairman Councillor 
Jeremy Walden was set to propose a budget for the 
year ahead. 

This, however, was far from straightforward as it 
was decided to go through every expenditure listed in 
the reports - from major issues such as staff costs to 
lesser items which included bowser repairs, cable in¬ 
spections, workmen’s clothing and the purchase of 
stamps. This agenda item alone took one hour and 33 
minutes, each councillor and officer taking individual 
notes. 

At the end, the sums were added up but recounts 
were needed as the figures (individual posts and the 
total) differed from one councillor/officer to another. 

It was during the last recount that Councillor Hay¬ 
ward demanded change by saying: “I made the same 
observation last year that we have now been here 
three hours and we all have bits of paper with scrib¬ 
bles on and different figures. 

“Next year when we go through this process, can we 
use technology which has existed for 20 years and 
have an Excel spreadsheet on a projector on a screen 
so we are all looking at the same items? 

“As each amendment is made on a laptop, it will self 
populate [recalculate] so we don’t have to add up 
columns, we won’t have to look at individual things 
and say ‘you’ve got 1,200 and you’ve got 1,400. 



“By doing that, it will actually tell us each time we 
make a change. 

“It will save us hours of time because we will all be 
looking at one screen and you can knock it on the 
head in one hour. 

‘Needs to stop’ 

“It is not beyond the realms of difficulty. I’m afraid 
to say, this (the current) way is archaic, it is obsolete 
and it needs to stop. 

“We might as well have ledgers, it is not practical.” 

Mayor Douglas Hull sought advice from others in 
the room and it was confirmed that the council has the 
facilities required. 

He said: “That’s all I wanted to know. Next time 
around, we will do that.” 

Previously during the meeting, Councillor Hayward 


complained about the lack of wi-fi in the meeting 
venue (Senior Citizens’ Centre) and told Mayor Dou¬ 
glas Hull to stick to items on the agenda when the lat¬ 
ter made a joke about Christmas hats. 

He also criticised the fact that the council had not 
yet employed a handyman, despite makinga £15,000 
provision for it in the budget set a year ago. 

During last week’s meeting, the council resolved to 
set up a working party to define terms for the post.

Town council row 
continues 


A ROW between Honiton Town Council and one of 
its councillors continues to rumble on, despite 
sanctions that were placed on him being removed. 

Honiton councillor Dr John Taylor made his 
plans for a judicial review into his own council 
known after they imposed sanctions on him; he 
was found to be in breach of East Devon District 
Council's Code of Conduct - to treat others with 
courtesy and respect. 

But despite Honiton Council removing the sanc¬ 
tions, Dr Taylor aims to continue with the judicial 
review saying: 1 ‘You cannot rescind or annul some¬ 
thing that is unlawful. Only the Queen can do that." 

Cllr Phil Twiss, a ward member for Honiton on 
East Devon District Council, said it was a pity that 
the row between council and councillor has 
reached this stage.

HOW long will the old guard continue to reign 
at Axminster Town Council? I am prompted to 
ask the question after yet another spat at a 
meeting in which Councillor Paul Hayward 
questioned the council’s methods of operation, 
labelling the existing administration culture as 
“archaic and obsolete”. 

Councillor Hayward has earned himself the 
reputation of being a bit of a rebel in the council 
chamber and has openly tried to break the hold 
the long-serving members have on the posi¬ 
tion of mayor, firmly believing that the council 
needs a new direction. 

To date, he has not won sufficient support to 
gain the top job and it will be interesting to see 
whether he tries again when it comes to choos¬ 
ing who takes on the First Citizenship for the 
next council year. Or will the existing mayor, 
father-of-the-council Douglas Hull, go for a 
another year? 

Axminster undoubtedly owes a great debt of 
gratitude to those who have served the town 
for so long. But if my contacts are correct, a 
number of them may well be standing down at 
the next election in 2019. 


My information is that some of them are ex¬ 
tremely concerned about how the council is 
operating but feel they have done their bit and 
it’s time to stand down to give others the 
chance to forge that new direction. 

That will be dependent on whether others 
come forward to take their place.

A TOWN councillor is hoping an EU funded proj¬ 
ect he has worked on will help Sidmouth in the 
future development of key areas of the town. 

Matt Booth, who is a Sidmouth Town and East 
Devon District councillor, contributed to an EU- 
backed project called TourFish, which explored 
how to make coastal communities sustainable. 

The group looked how these issues affected as¬ 
pects of heritage and identity for areas such as 
Sidmouth, with the final result being the creation 
of a guide named ‘Responsible Tourism'.

A NOT so positive 50th anniversary 
passed quietly in Seaton on March 5th, 
the last service on the Seaton branch rail¬ 
way line. 

Having opened in 1868, the branch line 
was two years shy of its centenary when 
the Beeching axe put a halt to services. 

There was strong local opposition to the 
closure, but campaigners could not save 
the line. 

Stretching four miles from Seaton Junc¬ 
tion to Seaton, the branch line also passed 
Colyton and Colyford. 

The memory of Seaton branch line lives 
on, though, and is currently the subject of 
an exhibition at Seaton Museum. 

Staff took immense pride in their work, 
and Seaton branch line staff won a prize 
for best kept length of track in 1955 and 
1957. 

Judging by the exhibition, and coverage 
of the occasion in Devon Railways (a 
book by Ted Gosling and Mike Clement), 
the last service from Seaton Station was 
a busy affair. 

Special posters were 
produced promoting 
the last train (a round 
trip) on Saturday, 

March 5 th. 

The book’s accompa¬ 
nying photo shows a 
crowded platform next 
to the front carriage. 

But it wasn’t as big an 
occasion as when the 
Lyme Regis branch 
closed the year before. 

Seaton Museum cura¬ 
tor Ted Gosling lived

away from Seaton at the time of the 
town’s branch line closure, but said: 
“They didn’t have the same sort of com¬ 
memoration as they had in Lyme Regis.

is playing his part in keeping memories of 
the branch line alive. 

A former Southern Railway employee, 
he is an integral part of the Seaton 
Tramway team. 

Mr Clement is a guide on the Seaton 
Branch Line Tour, pointing out places of 
interest along the line and giving passen¬ 
gers an idea of what what the railway was 
like in its heyday. 

Seaton Tramway is based at the River¬ 
side Depot, the site of the former Seaton 
Station. 

The company has announced that it will 
build a new, state-of-the-art terminus at

Choked Axminster 

■ YOUR correspondent hits the nail on the head in¬ 
deed when he states, “Youth of town without a voice”. 
Not only the youth; it would seem to be a majority of 
townspeople also. 

The leader of EDDC seems very gifted with words, 
talking of: “Encouraging communities to be outstand¬ 
ing; continuing and improving to be an outstanding 
council; promoting our outstanding environment, etc, 
etc.” Fine words indeed; butter and parsnips spring to 
mind. The reality is the town of Axminster, under their 
vicarious caring-wing, is crying out for a north/south 
bypass; meanwhile its shoppers are continually choked 
with diesel fumes from massive wagons and buses 
crawling through its inadequate road, pedestrians 
falling daily on narrow, uneven and treacherous pave¬ 
ments with no pedestrian barriers anywhere to prevent 
anyone accidentally falling under passing lorries. 

The George Hotel, now marooned like a giant 
whale, daily helps create massive traffic jams plus 
causing buses to almost enter shops and mount the 
pavement as they negotiate its northern corner. The 
building is, sad to say, an eyesore; one that has out¬ 
lived its time, a hazard to traffic and pedestrians alike 
on all its ancient sides. It’s problems like this that war¬ 
rant the description “outstanding”. Councillors take 
refuge in gleefully proclaiming: “The George is listed, 
nothing can be done”. This is nonsense. A building 
can be de-listed by an application to the Secretary of 
State for the Environment, accompanied with a good 
case for de-listing being put forward by the “outstand¬ 
ing district council” its leader boasts of. 

Another outstanding point: why not involve the MP 
more? He and Mr Cameron rely greatly on the town 
for votes.

5 TIPS 


FOR AN ECO 
RENOVATION 


Are you looking to renovate a property before selling? 
Try these 5 tips for an eco renovation! 


1. WHAT TO KEEP: 

When renovating, it's 
tempting to rip everything out and start again, 
but there may be things you can keep, upcycle 
or get a professional to restore. In period prop¬ 
erties especially, original features - even if 
they're not in perfect condition - usually add 
value and character. Filler, sandpaper and paint 
can transform all sorts of things that seem be¬ 
yond repair - it's often simply a case of putting 
in the time and making the effort. 

2. PRE-OWNED ITEMS: When you have to 
buy things for your home, how about something 
someone else no longer wants? Websites like 
eBay and Freecycle are full of pre-owned items 
that have lots of life left in them, whether you're 
looking for fireplaces, floorboards, basins, or 
kitchen units and appliances - the list is endless. 


3. THE MATERIALS 
YOU USE: Many of 
us consider food miles when doing our weekly 
shop, but perhaps not where the products we use 
to renovate our homes come from. This may de¬ 
pend on your budget - for example, slate or 
stone from Brazil or India might be cheaper 
than British versions, but it's come a lot further 
and may have other ethical and environmental 
negatives associated with its production. 

4. RECYCLING: If you're doing major build¬ 
ing work, you'll need a skip, but it's easy for re- 
cyclables to get chucked in with the rubbish. In 
my experience, tradespeople rarely separate re- 
cyclables from non-recyclables, so if you want 
to make your build more environmentally 
friendly, you'll need to police the skip (and any 
rubbish bags) and extract anything that should

be in the recycling bin. Local authority tips (and 
doorstep collections) take all sorts of things now 
- some even accept paint, which should never 
be poured down the plughole to dispose of. An¬ 
other option is Community RePaint, which 
takes leftover paint for charities and voluntary 
and community groups to use - visit www.com- 
munityrepaint.org.uk to find out more. 

5. ECO EMULSION PAINT: If you re look 
ing for eco emulsion paint, there are plenty of 
specialist brands. For example, Naturepaint 


(from £3.98 for a tester, B&Q) is a powdered 
paint (made in Cornwall using locally sourced 
ingredients) that you mix with water before use. 
For wood and metal, water-based paints contain 
fewer harmful VOCs (volatile organic com¬ 
pounds) than solvent-based ones. The former 
have disadvantages - they're rarely as hard 
wearing as solvent-based alternatives and you 
have to do several coats of white to get even 
coverage - but they also have big advantages. 
They dry quickly, are easier to remove from 
your skin and fabrics than solvent-based paints, 
and whites don't yellow, whereas most solvent- 
based ones do.

The looks of the E 43 4MATIC also render it immedi¬ 
ately recognisable as a member of the AMG family. 
Apart from underscoring the powerful and self-as¬ 
sured appearance, three large openings in the front 
apron also ensure an optimum flow of air to the coolers. 
Two elegant cross fins on the outer cooling openings 
enhance the vehicle's visual presence. The diamond 
grille with chromed pins, a louvre in high-gloss black 
and the AMG lettering represent further hallmarks of 
the AMG 43 models. 

The side view is dominated by high-sheen 19-inch 
AMG five-spoke light-alloy wheels painted in high- 
gloss black.

Installed 
close to the engine, the two turbochargers are espe¬ 
cially spontaneous in their response. 

The NANOSLIDE® coating on the cylinder liners has 
also undergone further development in the Formula 1 
V6 hybrid turbo engines from Mercedes-Benz. Espe¬ 
cially tough and, therefore, wear-resistant, this coating 
also reduces friction, thereby contributing to higher ef¬ 
ficiency. The same applies to the spray-guided multiple 
injection with up to 200 bar fuel pressure. The AMG 
powerplant can be identified by the red aluminium in¬ 
sert in the engine cover.
